WORK has finally started on 
a controversial plan for 
more than 1,000 new homes 
in south Banbury. 

Developers have begun 
infrastructure work on Longford 
Park, also known as Bankside, 
accessed off Oxford Road. 

It was approved by Cherwell 
District Council in 2009 despite 
concerns that it will further 
erode the "green gap" between 
villages and the town. 

The firm which won 
permission had to find housing 
developers for the site and 
finalise planning agreements. 

Taylor Wimpey, Barratt 
Homes and Bovis Homes are 
now working on drainage and 
infrastructure for 1,092 homes. 

The site will also include a 
primary school, community 
facilities, shops, businesses and 
a park with the first 50 homes 
available by 2015. 

The entire site will be 
completed by 2023 or 2024 and 
will include two to five- 
bedroom homes, of which 30 
per cent will be affordable. 

It is the biggest development 
earmarked for Banbury by the 
council's "local plan" until 
2031, and there will be another 
400 new homes next door to the 
site by that year. 

Yet work has yet to start at 
other sites, the town centre, 
west of Bretch Hill and north of 
the town at Hanwell Fields and 
Hardwick Farm. 

This has led to developers to 
ask for permission to build on 
sites not in the local plan, a 
move that saw almost 400 
homes approved on appeal by 
the government last month. 

Local government secretary 
Eric Pickles passed plans for 145 
homes east of Bloxham Road 
near Salt Way, Banbury, by 
Bankside. He also approved 70

off Bourne Lane, Hook Norton, 
and 75 off Barford Road and 85 
near Milton Road, both in 
Bloxham. 

Council lead member for 
planning Michael Gibbard 
welcomed the start of work at 
Bankside. 

He said: "What it will do is 
provide people with completed, 


rather than pending, homes to 
live in." 

The council is still seeking 
legal advice over the four other 
appeals. 

Bodicote Parish Council has 
consistently opposed the 
development and chairman Ron 
Glynn said: "We are very 
concerned about the village 
being swallowed up." 

The work has started at the 
Bodicote end of the site, 


opposite Mr Glynn's Canal Lane 
home and will build towards the 
town, up to the street Bankside. 

He added: "The village will 
absolutely lose its identity. 

"I can see in a few years' time 
we will be like Grimsbury is to 
Banbury - just another part of 
Banbury." 

Planning permission was won 
in 2009 for the site by JJ 
Gallagher Limited and Hallam 
Land Management.

Services face axe as council plans £ 60 m more savings

A MEETING to discuss how Oxfordshire 
County Council can save £60m will be 
held in Banbury Town Hall, Bridge Street 
on Monday. 

The authority, which runs services like 
schools and social services, has to find 
the cash from 2014 to 2018 after facing a 
£127m savings challenge since 2010. 

It is the first of five meetings to be held 
over the county this month where 
councillors and council staff will speak 


about the authority’s financial position 
and answer questions from the public. 

Conservative council leader Ian 
Hudspeth said it had cut costs by 
becoming more efficient and “cutting 
bureaucracy”, such as halving senior 
manager posts. 

He said: “Finding further savings will be 
immensely difficult. We will continue to 
wish to reduce our ‘back office’ costs, by 
vacating under-used offices and possibly 


contracting private companies to provide 
services where it is cheaper to do so.” 

But he said some services will have to 
be changed or axed, presenting “real 
dilemmas”. 

He said: “These are difficult 
conversations but Oxfordshire people 
know what matters most to them and 
their communities, and we need to hear 
from them before making decisions.” 

The meeting will begin at 7.30pm.

The town is associated with the 
so-called 'Chipping Norton set' as 
local residents include former 
newspaper executive Rebekah 
Brooks, Prime Minister David 
Cameron, TV presenter Jeremy 
Clarkson, and Elizabeth, the 
daughter of News Corporation 
boss Rupert Murdoch. 

The book's co-editor Sam 
Jordison said the links with that 
group caused anger among voters. 

He said: "It's people who are 
angry with the coalition and 
phone-hacking." 

Oxford was rated 48th in the 
survey while Banbury was 1 6th. 

The entry for Oxford reads:

Chipping Norton town mayor

He said: "I don't take this book 
seriously as I know differently.

It is a fairly unserious 
piece of typed manuscript." 

But he said the book might not 
be bad for the town, adding: "It 
might improve trade. People 
might come to see what a crap 
town it is and see how nice it is. 
Notoriety is not necessarily bad. " 

Oxfordshire County Council 
deputy leader Rodney Rose also 
defended the town. 

He said: "It was the centre of 
my life for many years and is 
superb. It is a typical English 
Cotswolds market town." 

He suggested those who did 
not like it should spend time there 
to discover its "finer points". 

In 2011 town resident Keith 
Ruddle said people were fed up 
with phone-hacking. Mr Ruddle, 
who helps put together Chipping 
Norton News, invited Mrs Brooks 
to work there after she quit from 
News International.

Culprit says Bodicote house break-in was 'nothing personal' 


Victim quizzes burglar 


during citizen's arrest 


A PILOT, who caught a burglar outside his home, 
grilled the raider about why he had done it as he 
held him for 12 minutes waiting for police to 
arrive. 

Former Royal Navy air engineer Paul Hughes refused 
to let career burglar Warren Lawrence escape when he 
saw him running away from his house. 

He shouted and chased the burglar over two fences 
before asking him why he had targeted his house in 
Bodicote. 

At one point during the altercation the pilot asked the 
burglar: "Why are you doing this?" He had the reply: 

"It's nothing personal." 

Mr Hughes said he then told Lawrence: "What do you 
mean it's nothing personal? You just burgled my house. 
You can't get much more personal than that." 

Fifty-three-year-old Lawrence has now been jailed for 
two years and eight months after he admitted burglary 
after breaking into Mr Hughes's family home on 
September 24.

Oxford Crown Court, Mr Hughes said: "The whole thing 
seemed to go on forever. You become tired with 
adrenaline. 

"Of course, if it happened again, I would protect my 
home again. You don't sit back and think about what 
you would do - you just do it. 

"It was just a set of circumstances which meant the 
burglar came across the wrong person. If I had been 
someone older, he might have got away with it." 

Mr Hughes said that his family has beefed up their 
home security measures following the burglary and he 
urged other local people not to be complacent. 

In court, Cathy Olliver, prosecuting, told a judge the 
burglary took place in East Street, Bodicote, at around 
10.30am. 

She said Mr Hughes, his wife and their two children 
set out for Bicester Village at around 10.30am, but 
turned around because they had forgotten vouchers. 

Pulling into his driveway, Mr Hughes could 
see his home's patio doors were open and 
spotted Lawrence in the garden, she said. 

The father-of-two chased the burglar over 
two fences, the second of which collapsed on 
top of Lawrence. 

Mr Hughes said a "scuffle" ensued for 
around 12 minutes, with him using 
"reasonable force" to subdue and eventually 
sit on the criminal. 

He was also aided by a passing paramedic 
who helped him hold Lawrence down until 
the police arrived. 

Miss Olliver said Lawrence was a "career 
burglar" who had travelled from 
Leicestershire and bought a pair of gloves to 
use in the break-in. 

Claire Fraser, defending, said her client had 
struggled with post-traumatic stress disorder 
after suffering abuse as a child. 

She said he had wanted to be taken into 
custody and carried out the burglary in the 
hope of being caught. 

Judge Gordon Risius said Lawrence, of 
High Street, Ibstock, Leicestershire, had 22 
convictions for 60 offences and was a "three- 
strike" burglar. 

He jailed him for two years, eight months, 
plus a £120 victims' surcharge.

A SCHOOL judged inadequate less than 18 
months ago has again failed to impress 
inspectors, with concerns over "racist" 
pupil behaviour. 

In March, 2012, Orchard Fields Primary 
School, in Edmunds Road, Banbury, was issued 
by Ofsted with a notice to improve. 

When inspectors went back in July it was told 
it was inadequate and given the new judgement 
of "serious weaknesses". The school said it had 
complained. 

Behaviour and safety were particularly 
criticised, with the school failing to follow 
statutory guidance in relation to exclusions. 

Inspectors noted too many fixed-term 
exclusions and incidents of racist behaviour. 

The governing body was criticised for failing 
to act on the recommendations of a strategic 
review of governance earlier this year. 

Inspector Ann Debono said: "Remaining 
vacancies on the governing body limit its 
capacity to challenge and monitor the school's 
work. 

"The quality of teaching, although improving, 
is not yet consistently good across the school. 
Achievement is better than at the last 
inspection, but still requires improvement in 
order to be judged good. Pupils in some year 
groups are making good progress, but this is not

always the case." Head Dawn Shilston and her 
team were praised for correctly identifying the 
school's strengths and weaknesses. 

Systems had been introduced to monitor 
teaching and eradicate poor practice, Ofsted 
said. 

The school has about 415 pupils, and serves 
a deprived area, with a significantly higher than 
national average number of pupils getting free 
school meals, a key measure of poverty. 

Orchard Fields was told to improve teaching 
so it was always good or better, improve 
behaviour and safety plus leadership and 
management, and ensure the recommendations 
in the governance review were acted upon. 

But Ms Shilston said: "I am very unhappy. It 
was a very unfair judgement. We have lodged a 
formal complaint through the Ofsted complaints 
procedure." 

Oxfordshire County Council children, 
education and families cabinet member 
Melinda Tilley said she was "saddened" by the 
news. 

She said: "It is very disappointing and we will 
continue to work with the school to try to 
improve the results."

E veryone is above the law, not 
least the police, in Jon S Baird's 
giddy and grim black comedy 
adapted from Irvine Welsh's 1998 
novel of the same name. 

Infused with directorial brio and 
no-holds-barred performances from 
an excellent ensemble cast, Filth 
mixes a heady cocktail of sex, drugs 
and wanton violence then spikes 
the noxious brew with a generous 
dash of racism and homophobia. 

Those of a nervous disposition 
will be fortunate to survive the 
opening five minutes unscathed, as 
Baird paints a wickedly funny 
portrait of Edinburgh's police force 
as a boy's club of degenerates and 
scoundrels, who commit adultery 
and gleefully sabotage a colleague's 
chances of promotion. 

Not since Danny Boyle's 
breathless screen version of 
Trainspotting more than 15 years 
ago has a film realised Welsh's 
distinctive voice with such flair. 

By necessity, some of the book's 
devices, including a tapeworm, 
have been sacrificed to construct a 
narrative thread that we can cling to 
through madness and debauchery. 

But the author's twisted humour 
defiantly sticks up two fingers in 
almost every frame. 


Glasgow's golden boy James 
McAvoy takes the sheen off his 
nice-guy screen image as 
misanthropic schemer DS Bruce 
Robertson, who lords over his 
colleagues and shamelessly sucks 
up to his superior, Chief Inspector 
BobToal (John Sessions). 

When Toal dangles a promotion 
in front of Bruce, the DS ruthlessly 
targets his five rivals - Peter Inglis 
(Emun Elliott), Amanda Drummond 
(Imogen Poots), Dougie Giliman 
(Brian McCardie), Ray Lennox 
(Jamie Bell) and Gus Bain (Gary 
Lewis) - by exploiting their 
insecurities. 

So Bruce scrawls graffiti on the 
station's toilet wall questioning 
Peter's sexuality, teases Ray about 
the size of his manhood and sleeps 
with Dougie's beloved wife Chrissie 
(Kate Dickie). 

Unfortunately, Bruce's mental 
state is precarious and when his 
plans suffer a setback, his world 
whirls out of control. 

The only glimmer of hope is a 
young widow, Mary Joanne 
Froggatt), whose innate kindness 
might not be enough to drag Bruce 
back from the abyss. 

Filth is anchored by an all-guns- 
blazing central turn from McAvoy, 
who has gained a few pounds for 
the role and looks sweaty and 
exhausted by the closing frames. 

He drops his kecks for almost 
every female co-star then suffers 
nightmarish visions involving a 
psychiatrist Dr Rossi (Jim 
Broadbent) with a freakishly large 
forehead.

Pick-ups have become increasingly 
big business, especially among buy¬ 
ers who have no plans to use them 
for trade — and some have got a lit¬ 
tle too posh for their own good. 

At least that is the message some 
business people have been sending 
out loud and clear to car makers. 

In these straitened times, hard¬ 
working folk said they were looking 
for a vehicle that was, above all, 
affordable. 

Cut the plush interiors, ever- 
increasing levels of specification 
and fancy paintwork and deliver 
something useable and practical. 

Nissan said it has listened to 
those concerns and produced a 
version of the Navara pick-up tailor- 
made for those keeping a close eye 
on the finances. 

The result is the entry-grade Visia 
version, which is priced from 
£17,995. Savings in specification 
include interior door handles 
finished in black rather than 
chrome, a front bumper in body 
colour rather than two-tone, 
painted grille struts rather than 
chromed and conventional wiper 
blades in place of the flat blades 
found on higher specification 


Visia providing a 2.36m 2 load bed 
and an internal bed length of more 
than one-and-a-half metres. 

Also unchanged is the Navara's 
2,600kg towing capacity and 
maximum 1,250kg payload. 

Under the bonnet, sits a new 
version of the 2.5-litre dCi diesel 
four-cylinder engine, producing 142 
horsepower and capable of up to 
34.5mpg. I managed an average of 
32mpg with a 300-mile mix of 
town and motorway driving. 

Though Nissan has deliberately 
trimmed back the specification, the 
Visia remains exceptionally 
comfortable and quiet, even when 
cruising at motorway speeds. 

It is also far from spartan, with 
air conditioning, central door 
locking, six airbags, CD player and 
Bluetooth phone link.
